EDITORIAL  COMMENTS 


Are  You  in  Good  Standing? 

An  examination  of  the  Treasurer's  books  reveals  a  condition 
which  surely  will  be  of  interest  to  every  one  of  us.  The  figures 
given  below  are  not  exact  and  it  is  impossible  at  this  time  to 
give  exact  figures,  but  they  are  approximately  right.  Out  of 
five  hundred  and  seventy-eight  dentists  in  North  Carolina  two 
hundred  and  twelve  are  either  delinquent  or  have  never  joined 
the  State  Society. 

Thirty-six  Per  Cent 

What  are  we  doing  about  it?  Isn't  there  something  that  we 
can  do  ? 

Let  us  go  further.  Below  is  a  tabulation  showing  the  com- 
parative standing  of  the  various  districts :

Fifth     District 66  31  17  114 
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It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Die  Fourth  District  which  has 
the  smallest  number  of  dentists  has  the  largest  number  of  mem- 
bers. The  credit  for  this  is  due  to  the  efforts  of  Dr.  Jessie 
Zachary,  Secretary.  At  this  time  practically  every  member  of 
the  Fourth  District  lias  paid  his  dues.  If  he  hasn't,  lie  has 
received  a  second  or  even  a  third  letter  requesting  payment. 

Non-members  and  delinquents  have  been  urged  to  join  or  re- 
join, not  only  by  letters  from  Dr.  Zachary,  but  by  nearby 
dentists  at  her  request.  She  is  just  naturally  on  the  job  and 
she  has  put  the  smallest  district  in  the  State  at  the  head  of  the 
list. 

Let 
us  get  together — every  mother's  son  of  us — and  not  only  see 
that  our  own  dues  are  paid  on  time,  but  help  our  district  officers 
to  get  new  members  and  build  up  our  component  societies.

INSURANCE 

December  8,  1924. 
Dear  Dr : 

Well,  to  my  mind,  the  "unexpected  has  happened,"  and  the 
plaintiff  won  in  the  damage  suit  against  yon.  Of  course,  I  do 
not  see  how  it  is  possible  for  a  higher  court  to  sustain  the  findings 
of  the  jury. 

To  do  so  would  be  a  most  cruel  blow  to  surgically  and  medic- 
ally sick  in  this  State — the  logical  deductions  from  the  jury's 
verdict  would  he  a  death  blow  to  anv  doctor  having  any  patients 
at  anv  time  to   whom   he  could   not   CONTINUOUSLY   GIVE 
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HIS  PERSONAL  ATTENTION  DURING  ALL  THE  PERIOD 
OF  ILLNESS.  This  would  mean  the  end  of  all  partnership  and 
group  practice,  and  would  greatly  reduce  the  number  of  surgical 
operations  done  by  any  surgeon,  if  he  must  care  for  each  case 
personally  after  the  operation. 

Again,  no  doctor  could  ever  leave  home  for  any  purpose  what- 
soever at  any  time,  for  certainly  every  man  during  the  years  of 
active  practice,  ALWAYS  has  somebody  ill  on  his  hands — and 
somebody  who  ]\1IGHT  become  ILLER  during  his  absence.  No 
more  postgraduate  work,  no  visits  to  clinics,  no  opportunity  for 
rest,  recreation  or  observation  of  the  work  of  others.  In  short, 
it  means  practically,  the  "taking  of  the  veil"  on  assuming  the 
duties  of  practitioner  of  medicine  or  surgery,  or  the  branches 
thereof  by  the  medical  man  and  the  continued  seclusion  of  him 
during  the  remainder  of  his  professional  life  from  the  entire 
outside  world  beyond  the  "few"  mile  limit  of  his  physical  and 
professional  activities. 

Is  the  profession  ready  for  that ?  Of  more  importance,  IS 
THE  PUBLIC  READY?  We  have  not  too  many  physicians 
as  it  is.  Does  a  verdict  like  this  HELP  to  interest  young  men, 
or  their  friends,  in  the  study  and  practice  of  the  profession  of 
medicine  if  it  be  a  taskmaster  of  such  hardness?  What  would 
be  the  ultimate  and  far-reaching  effects  of  this  verdict  if  allowed 
to  stand,  on  the  hope  that  some  of  us  cherish  of  seeing  some  day, 
a  local  county  hospital  in  all  the  counties?  I  can  but  regard  it 
as  possibly  the  worst  in  its  hurtful  effect,  on  both  profession 
and  people,  jury  finding  I  recall  in  this  State  during  my  pro- 
fessional life. 

1  wish  you  every  success  in  the  strong  fight  I  feel  certain  you 
will  make  to  secure  a  reversal  of  the  findings  of  the  lower  court. 
At  the  same  time,  I  deeply  regret  the  unpleasantness  and 
expense  you  are  subjected  to,  but  certainly,  the  former  will 
come  right,  and  trust  as  well  will  the  latter.

Now  the  fact  that  a  patient  has  sued  a  surgeon  and  won  his 
suit  may  be  about  as  exciting  to  you  as  a  drink  of  water  would 
be  to  a  fish.     However,  there  is  more  to  it. 

This  particular  surgeon  is  a  man  of  extraordinary  ability,  a 
man  well  known — not  only  throughout  the  State,  but  nationally. 

The  preponderance  of  the  evidence  is  said  to  have  been  to  the 
effect  that  the  patient  was  left  in  good  hands  after  the  opera- 
tion, that  the  patient  received  careful  attention  and  that  though 
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the  operation  was  not  entirely  successful,  the  result  was  good. 
The  suit  was  for  $25,000.    The  jury  awarded  the  plaintiff  $6,000. 

Now  then  on  top  of  that  comes  another  suit.  Another  surgeon 
is  being  sued,  and  this  time  the  suit  is  for  $50,000.  It  is  an 
established  fact  that  where  one  suit  is  successful,  an  epidemic  of 
suits  rapidly  follows. 

As  nearly  as  I  can  tell,  about  one  hundred  dentists  out  of 
nearly  six  hundred  in  the  State  carry  liability  insurance. 

Is  that  enough  said?

Do  you 
know  that  we  have  the  best  informed  men  in  the  world  to  come 
to  our  meetings  and  tell  us  these  things?  Do  you  know  that  our 
Society  is  plumb  full  of  the  finest  fellows  in  the  world,  who  know 
a  lot  about  dentistry  and  whose  greatest  pleasure  would  be  to 
pass  something  along  to  you?

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THE  VIRGINIA-CAROLINA  CLINIC 
Announcement  by  Dr.  Thornton 

At  the  joint  meeting  of  the  Virginia  and  North  Carolina  State 
associations  held  in  Pinehurst  in  1923,  a  motion  was  passed  en- 
dorsing a  short  course  of  intensive  study  in  a  few  subjects.  Such 
a  course  is  now  in  view.  On  January  19  and  20,  1925,  the  two 
State  Dental  associations,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia,  will  present  a  course  covering  the  subjects, 
Full  Denture  Service,  Fixed  Bridges  and  Roentgenology  and 
Dental  Diagnosis.  The  course  in  Full  Denture  Service  will  be 
presented  by  Dr.  Walter  F.  Chapelle  of  Buffalo,  K  Y.  Dr. 
Chapelle  has  given  clinics  on  this  subject  before  many  different 
organizations  and  is  widely  and  very  favorably  known.  Fixed 
Bridges  will  be  covered  by  Dr.  William  H.  Elliott  of  Detroit. 
Dr.  Elliott  is  also  widely  known  through  his  connection  with 
the  Detroit  Clinic  Club.  He  has  been  Chairman  of  the  Crown 
and  Bridge  section  of  that  club  for  a  number  of  years.  Those 
who  have  seen  his  clinics  assure  us  that  he  presents  the  kind  of 
work  which  he  practices  in  his  office  every  day. 

The  committee  in  charge  of  arrangements  has  been  fortunate 
in  securing  the  services  of  Dr.  Robert  H.  Ivy,  of  Philadelphia,  to 
give  instruction  in  Roentgenology  and  the  ever-perplexing  sub- 
ject of  Dental  Diagnosis.  Dr.  Ivy  is  well  known  through  his 
text  books  entitled  "Applied  Anatomy  and  Oral  Surgery  for 
Dental  Students,"  and  "Interpretation  of  Dental  and  Maxillary 
Roentgenograms."  He  has  also  published  many  important 
articles  in  the  scientific  journals.  His  hospital  association  and 
his  connection  with  college  work  in  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania give  him  an  excellent  field  from  which  to  make  his  observa- 
tions.

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THE  ORAL  MANIFESTATIONS  OF  SYPHILIS,  BOTH 

ACQUIRED  AND  HEREDITARY,  AND  THE 

TREATMENT  FOR  SAME

Written  in  answer  to  the  following  question  : 

I  would  be  pleased  to  see  a  dissertation  on  the  symptoms  of 
syphilis,  both  hereditary  and  acquired  as  related  to  the  health 
of  the  oral  cavity. — J.  8.  Spurgeon. 

In  studying  the  oral  manifestations  of  Syphilis  one  is  con- 
fronted by  a  most  bothersome  problem  in  Differential  Diagnosis, 
because  of  the  fact  that  syphilis  may  simulate  most  diseases  of 
the  mouth,  as  it  does  elsewhere.  In  other  words,  the  appearance 
with  no  further  study  is  insufficient  for  an  opinion  worth  while. 

Hereditary  Syphilis,  or  more  properly  called  Congenital 
Syphilis,  as  manifest  orally  is  for  all  practical  purposes  no 
different  from  the  acquired,  save  as  it  has  to  do  with  tooth  pic- 
tures, i.e.,  Mulberry  molars,  Hutchinsonian  teeth,  and  gross  tooth 
deformities,  together  with  bone  deformations. 

Primary  Syphilis  (Chancre)  is  not  uncommon  either  of 
tongue,  lips,  facial  isthmus,  or  gums;  indeed,  such  Chancres 
occur  as  often  as  one  in  one  hundred  infections,  and  obviously 
the  dental  practitioner  should  be  in  a  position  to  recognize  a 
lesion  occurring  so  frequently. 

The  lesion  does  not  differ  in  most  respects  from  the  Genital 
lesion,  being  indurated,  with  a  central  necrotic  area,  painless 
relatively,  with  involvement  of  the  submental  and  submaxillary 
glands. 

Ordinarily  these  lesions  are  single,  though  the  tongue  Chancres 
may  be  multiple.  The  ulceration  varies  as  to  size,  usually  being 
under  one  inch  in  diameter.  The  Chancres  often  begin  as  super- 
ficial erosions,  which  rapidly  develop  into  an  indurated  ulcer. 
This  ulcer  has  a  tendency  to  spontaneous  healing  about  the 
forty-fifth  day  after  the  initial  appearance,  with  lesions  appear- 
ing in  the  oral  cavity  differing  in  most  respects  to  the  primary 
sere,  namely,  the  mucous  patch.  This  lesion  is  nothing  more, 
or  less,  than  ;i  papule  occurring  on  ;i  mucous  surface,  slightly 
metamorphosed  by  heat,  moisture,  and  friction,  not  infrequently, 
however,  there  appears  on  the  mucous  membrane  an  Erythe- 
matous rash,  preceding  the  papulation  and  ofttimes  represent 
the  site  for  the  mucous  patch. 
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The  typical  mucous  patch  is  ovoidal,  or  roundish  in  shape, 
seldom  more  than  one  to  two  centimeters  in  diameter,  occurring 
most  frequently  on  the  inner  aspects  of  the  lips,  although  they 
may  be  seen  at  any  location.  The  color  is  variable  from  white 
to  rose  color.  The  patch  discharges  a  mucoid  secretion,  which 
upon  drying  leaves  a  crust,  when  removed  this  crust  leaves  a 
raw  ulcerated,  bleeding  area.  These  manifestations  are  usually 
sharply  circumscribed  with  no  inflammatory  areola.  Very  oc- 
casionally they  are  raised  and  appear  granular,  due  to  the 
epithelial  thickening,  this  probably  forming  the  basis  for  the 
development  of  Leukoplakia  Buccalis.  Another  form,  or  possi- 
bly different  is  the  so-called  Opaline  plaque.  This  is  none  the 
less  syphilitic,  and  is  consistently  described  along  with  mucous 
patches. 

These  lesions  are  bluish  white  in  color  and  indurated  when 
palpated,  are  smooth,  flat,  and  very  firm  in  consistency. 

Large  annular  lesions  occur  in  the  roof  of  the  mouth.  This 
not  infrequently  occurs  in  the  Negro  race,  and  at  times  assumes 
a  serpiginous  configuration.  These  areas  are  due  to  erythe- 
matous lines,  and  may  be  covered  by  a  whitish  necrotic  mem- 
brane. 

The  later  oral  manifestations  of  syphilis  assume  many  forms, 
and  attacks  any  and  all  structures  of  the  mouth,  the  analogy 
between  this  and  neo-plasms  of  the  skin,  and  bones  elsewhere  is 
very  striking. 

The  tertiary  manifestations  are  characteristically  destructive. 
Small  nodules  may  form,  and  breaking  down  form  large  ulcers 
with  resulting  cicatrices.  The  ulcers  have  an  arched,  or  rugged 
border  with  a  distinct  tendency  to  undermine  the  edge,  they 
bleed  readily,  and  are  usually  covered  with  a  mucoidal  exudate 
with  a  very  disagreeable  odor.  The  whole  or  part  of  the  oral 
cavity  is  reddened  and  erythematous  as  a  rule  in  the  presence 
of  these  ulcers.  It  is  most  common  for  the  ulcers  to  develop  in 
the  underlying  bone,  or  periosteum,  thereby  causing  a  destruc- 
tion of  the  bone  with  resulting  perforations,  as  in  the  case  of 
the  hard  palate,  and  here  it  might  not  be  amiss  to  state  that  this 
is  almost  pathognomonic  of  syphilis. 

The  Sclerotic  lesions  sometimes  affect  the  lips  with  thickening 
and  fibrosis  with  occasional  small  ulcers,  but  the  characteristic 
sclerosis  occurs  in  the  tongue,  sometimes  called  Syphilitic  Leon- 
tiasis. 

The  tongue  is  smooth,  pale,  flattened  and  firmer  than  normal, 
with  at  times  pit-like  depressions  which  are  distinctly  indurated, 
there  is  a  sense  of  stiffness  and  rigidity,  with  small  radiating 
furrows.  This  condition  is  manifest  in  about  eighty-five  per 
cent  of  Congenital   Syphilis. 
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Leukoplakia  Buccalis  must  not  in  all  fairness  be  considered 
exclusively  syphilitic  in  origin,  as  any  irritation  may  cause  this, 
such  as  a  sharp  edge  of  a  tooth,  and  is  evidence  of  an  attempt 
of  nature  to  throw  out  a  protective  covering  by  causing  a  thick- 
ening of  the  epithelium,  but  in  the  light  of  present  knowledge, 
certainly  a  rather  large  per  cent  is  due  to  syphilis. 

These  lesions  are  to  be  described  as  white,  or  milk  colored 
plaques,  attaining  a  size  that  covers  the  entire  organ  or  surface 
affected. 

It  is  hard,  rough,  and  excited  by  smoke,  acid  foods,  and  is 
rather  slow  in  development,  remains  for  years,  with  a  peculiar 
tendency  to  malignant  degeneration.  At  times  there  occurs  a 
shedding  of  the  plaques  in  rather  small  areas,  which  is  promptly 
replaced.  Mechanically  there  is  experienced  great  difficulty  in 
removing  these  plaques. 

It  now  remains  to  exclude  affections  that  closely  simulate 
syphilis  of  the  mouth.  Perhaps  the  most  frequent  lesion  taken 
for  the  mucous  patch  is  the  ulcer  of  Trench  mouth.  These  ulcers 
are  painful,  with  a  very  disagreeable  odor,  together  with  the 
almost  constant  involvement  of  the  gums,  which  appear  red- 
dened, edmatous,  painful,  and  bleed  freely.  The  final  differ- 
ential point,  however,  is  the  finding  of  the  Bacillus  Fusiformis, 
and  the  Spirinema  Vincenti  in  Trench  mouth,  which  is  easily 
done  by  a  smear  from  the  ulcerated  surface,  and  stained  pre- 
ferably with  carbolated  gentian  violet,  and  examined  with  the 
oil  immersion  lens.  Mucous  patches,  or  Chancres  showing  the 
Treponema  pallida  with  the  dark  field  illuminator. 

Beginning  malignancy  at  times  offers  great  difficulty  in  ex- 
cluding, but  keeping  in  mind  that  cancer  develops  in  later  life, 
is  more  painful,  and  probably  more  extensive,  together  with  the 
history,  and  blood  AVasserman  in  syphilis,  most  of  the  trouble  is 
obviated. 

Drug  rashes  occur  in  the  mouth  as  on  the  body,  but  the  history 
of  taking  these  drugs  usually  clears  the  case.  Those  drugs  most 
frequently  responsible  are  Iodides,  and  coal  tar  derivatives. 

Trauma  of  Frenum,  lips  and  cheeks  are  followed  by  ulcera- 
tions, but  the  history  of  injury  usually  suffices. 

Mercurial  stomatitis  should  be  thought  of,  but  the  fetid 
breath,  spongy  gums,  and  history  of  taking  the  mercurials  will 
lead  suspicion  in  the  right  direction. 

There  are  certain  Dermatologic  diseases  that  have  mouth 
manifestations,  such  as  Lichen  planus,  Erytheman  multiforme, 
and  Thrush  in  children,  but  the  AVasserman  reaction,  appearance 
of  disease  on  other  parts  of  the  body,  with  a  negative  venereal 
disease  history  will  prevent  this  differentiation  being  any  great 
difficulty. 
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The  treatment  of  syphilis  of  the  oral  cavity  differs  in  no  wise 
from  the  treatment  of  syphilis.  My  opinion  is  that  local  appli- 
cations do  no  good,  and  by  resorting  to  this  form  of  medication 
valuable  time  is  lost  in  the  cure  of  syphilis,  and  meantime  the 
disease  is  stea.dily  making  inroads,  which  at  times  is  very  rapid, 
indeed,  the  matter  of  a  few  weeks  is  the  difference  between  per- 
manent disability,  and  possible  cure.  Therefore,  no  temporizing 
should  be  tolerated,  patient  should  be  dealt  with  firmly,  and 
told  the  whole  truth. 

As  to  the  drugs  used  Arsphenamine  is  the  drug  par-excellence 
given  intravenously.  Neo-arsphenamine,  Tartro-bismuthate  of 
Sodium  and  Potassium,  and  lastly  the  old  line  treatment  of 
Mercury  and  Iodides,  any  of  which  will  cause  a  disappearance  of 
the  mouth  manifestations,  but  a  word  of  warning  here  may  be 
necessary,  and  the  greatest  sermon  on  syphilis  preached  is  that 
because  the  lesions  disappear  that  it  is  no  evidence  that  your 
patient  is  cured. 

The  cure  of  syphilis  is  conservative,  and  careful  treatment, 
and  observation  over  a  period  of  years,  education,  .sympathy, 
proper  hygienic  instructions,  and  uplift  of  a  naturally  shocked, 
and  remorseful  patient.

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DR.  THOMAS  B.  HARTZELL 

It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  that  I  have  learned  that  we 
are  to  have  Dr.  Thos.  B.  Hartzell  as  our  chief  essayist  at  the 
meeting  in  Pinehurst  on  May  llth-llth. 

Dr.  Hartzell  is  so  well  known  as  a  teacher  and  writer  of  the 
scientific  advancement  of  dentistry  as  to  need  no  introduction. 
Every  important  thought  and  theory  has  had  to  stand  the 
scientific  test  and  scrutiny  before  its  advocacy  by  Dr.  Hartzell. 
Likewise,  he  has  done  a  great  amount  of  original  research  work, 
the  result  of  which  has  added  much  to  our  knowledge  of  prac- 
tical and  scientific  dental  practice. 

But  perhaps  the  personal  and  extremely  human  side  of  Dr. 
Hartzell  is  not  so  well  known.  His  is  a  rare  and  splendid  per- 
sonality. The  recital  of  an  incident  or  two  might  prove  the 
point  and  be  interesting  as  well  as  throwing  a  sidelight  on  this 
big-hearted  man's  personality. 

At  the  convention  of  the  National  Dental  Association  in 
Boston  in  1921,  all  the  meetings  and  clinics  were  held  in  that 
big  Mechanic's  Hall.  It  so  happened  that  all  plans  were  com- 
pleted for  electing  Dr.  Hartzell  as  President-Elect.  The  elec- 
tion was  going  on  in  one  of  the  assembly  rooms  on  the  second 
floor  and  Dr.  Hartzell,  roaming  around  down  in  the  big  exhibit 
room  as  nervous  as  a  eat.  He  finally  grabbed  me  by  the  arm  and 
we  escaped  into  a  committee  room  until  the  election  was  over. 
I  tried  many  different  tacks  to  quiet  his  tense  nerves  by  asking 
him  to  explain  one  theory  after  another,  but  his  high  strung 
nerves  wouldn't  permit  him  to  concentrate.  Here  was  a  man 
with  poise,  dignity  and  fearlessness,  so  affected  by  the  fact  that 
his  friends  were  bestowing  upon  him  the  highest  honor  within 
their  power  to  give,  that  he  was  as  a  little  child  in  his  humility 
and  appreciation. 

I  have  held  it  a  rare  privilege  to  have  learned  to  know  the 
man  at  that  time.  I  dare  say  Dr.  Hartzell  doesn't  even  remem- 
ber the  incident. 

Again,  at  our  meeting  at  Wrightsville  in  1922,  Dr.  Hartzell 
came  to  us  as  President  of  the  National  Dental  Association  to 
tell  us — not  to  be  told.  But  here  again  that  personality  mani- 
fests itself.  After  an  hour  in  the  surf.  Dr.  Hartzell  went  with 
me  to  my  room  for  a  rest,  and  among  other  things,  told  me  of 
the  main  points  in  the  paper  he  was  to  present  at  the  meeting 
in  Los  Angeles,  the  subject  being  "Diet  in  Relation  to  Health." 
He  was  on  the  program  to  discuss  "Focal  Infection"  that  night. 
I  told  him  that  all  of  our  men  had  heard  "Focal  Infection"  dis- 
cussed :  that  only  a  few  of  them  would  go  to  Los  Angeles,  so 
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why  couldn't  he  talk  to  us  about  "Diet."  "Why,  if  you  boys 
would  rather  hear  me  talk  about  'Diet,'  I'll  be  only  too  glad  to 
do  so,"  said  Dr.  Hartzell.  Here  was  the  big-hearted  man  ready 
to  give  of  the  very  best  that  was  in  him  because  he  could  thus  do 
more  for  his  fellowman. 

I  wonder  if  we  who  were  privileged  to  hear  that  address  on 
"Diet"  realize  what  a  tremendous  benefit  was  done  for  humanity 
that  night. 

So,  fellows,  if  you  don't  attend  the  meeting  at  Pinehurst  in 
May,  you  will  certainly  miss  a  splendid  opportunity,  for  rest 
assured  Dr.  Hartzell  will  have  some  good  things  to  tell  us.

Those  of  us  who  are  interested  in  porcelain  work  are  going 
to  have  a  glorious  opportunity  to  get  the  very  last  word  in  this 
type  of  restoration  at  our  coming  meeting  at  Pinehurst  in  May. 

We  are  to  have  Dr.  Albert  LeGro  of  Detroit  with  us  and  if 
there  is  a  man  in  the  whole  country  that  knows  more  about  this 
work  or  can  teach  it  more  thoroughly  and  show  the  simplicity 
of  it  more  intelligently  than  he  can,  I  do  not  know  him. 

Porcelain  produced  a  great  furor  some  years  ago  when  it  was 
first  taken  up  by  a  large  percentage  of  the  profession  and  some 
wonderful  work  was  done  with  it  but  when  the  silicate  cements 
made  their  appearance  with  their  easy  working  qualities  and 
beautiful  (for  a  short  while)  appearance,  baked  porcelain  almost 
went  into  the  discard,  but  now  that  we  have  seen  the  limitations 
of  the  silicates,  there  has  sprung  up  a  decided  revival  for  the 
true  porcelain,  both  in  porcelain  jacket  and  inlay  work,  and 
my  opinion  is  that  it  has  come  to  stay.  This  type  of  restoration 
is  not  as  difficult  as  it  is  generally  thought  to  be.  Any  one  who 
is  willing  to  take  the  pains  to  follow  a  few  set  rules  and  observe 
a  definite  technique  can  make  an  acceptable  porcelain  worker 
and  then  if  to  these  qualifications  he  can  add  personal  initiative 
he  can  become  an  expert  in  this  type  of  restoration. 

I  am  glad  that  the  clinics  have  been  arranged  progressively 
so  that  each  of  us  will  have  the  opportunity  to  see  at  close  range 
what  each  clinician  has  to  offer.  I  am  looking  forward  to  Dr. 
LeGro 's  clinic  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  for  I  am  sure  that 
he  is  going  to  give  me  some  valuable  points  on  this  work.

EXTRACT  FROM  LETTER  FROM  OTTO  KING, 
SECRETARY 

In  1922  the  dental  societies  of  Philadelphia,  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Dental  Association  and  the  American  Dental  Association 
presented  an  invitation  to  the  Federation  Dentaire  Internationale 
requesting  that  body  to  designate  Philadelphia  as  the  city  in 
which  the  Seventh  International  Dental  Congress  should  be  held 
and  specified  the  year  of  1926,  the  meeting  to  occur  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Sesqui-Centennial  celebration  of  American  Inde- 
pendence which  is  to  occur  in  Philadelphia  at  that  time. 

The  invitation  was  accepted,  and  one-third  (or  ten)  of  the 
members  of  the  committee  were  appointed  by  the  Federation 
Dentaire  Internationale  and  the  remaining  two-thirds  (or 
twenty)  were  selected  by  the  House  of  Delegates  of  the  Ameri- 
can Dental  Association,  said  appointments  occurring  during  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  American  Dental  Association  at  Cleveland 
in  1923. 

In  March,  1924,  the  Committee  of  Thirty  on  Organization  of 
the  Seventh  International  Dental  Congress  met  for  organiza- 
tion and  adoption  of  plans  for  the  procedure  and  development 
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of  the  Congress.  One  of  the  actions  taken  created  the  officers 
elected  as  an  executive  committee,  and  said  committee  was  given 
power  to  appoint  such  sub-committees  as  in  its  opinion  seemed 
necessary  for  the  promotion  of  the  Congress. 

In  the  development  of  the  initial  plans  the  executive  committee 
has  deemed  it  appropriate  that  state  advisory  committees  he 
established  and  the  personnel  of  each  committee  to  he  composed 
of  those  who  constitute  membership  in  the  following  groups : 

(a)  Living  past-presidents  of  each  state  dental  society  be- 
ginning with  the  year  of  1914  up  to  and  including  1925,  and 
the  president  who  is  to  preside  during  the  year  of  1926. 

(b)  The  present  secretary  of  each  state  dental  society. 

(c)  The  present  secretary  of  the  state  dental  examining  board. 

(d)  The  present  senior  member  of  the  state  dental  examin- 
ing board. 

(e)  Present  president  and  secretary  of  the  American  Dental 
Association. 

(f)  Living  past-presidents  of  the  American  Dental  Associa- 
tion, of  the  National  Dental  Association,  or  of  the  Southern 
Dental  Association  residing  within  the  state. 

(g)  Past-presidents  of  the  National  Association  of  Dental 
Examiners. 

(h)  Present  president  and  secretary  of  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Dental  Examiners. 

(i)   Deans  of  all  dental  schools. 

(j)  Members  of  the  Committee  on  Organization  of  the 
Seventh  International  Dental  Congress. 

Each  state  advisory  committee  shall  have  an  executive  com- 
mittee composed  of  the  following  officers :  president,  first  vice- 
president,  second  vice-president,  secretary  and  treasurer;  these 
officers  to  be  elected  by  the  members  of  the  state  advisory  com- 
mittee at  the  time  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  state  dental  so- 
ciety in  the  year  1925.  The  call  for  the  assembly  of  the  members 
of  each  state  advisory  committee  shall  be  sent  out  by  the  sec- 
retary of  the  respecitve  state  dental  society  who  shall  act  as 
temporary  secretary  during  the  period  of  organization  of  the 
committee.  The  temporary  chairman  at  the  time  of  organization 
shall  be  the  senior  member  present  of  the  state  advisory  com- 
mittee.

DISTRICT  SOCIETY  ACTIVITIES 

In  checking  up  the  work  of  the  district  societies  for  the  last 
year,  I  find  the  results  most  gratifying.  All  officers  and  mem- 
bers have  worked  earnestly  to  make  their  district  the  Banner 
Society.  Some  have  excelled  in  one  line,  while  others  surpass 
them  in  other  efforts,  and  for  this  reason  it  is  not  my  intention, 
in  the  resume,  to  describe  in  full  any  special  society,  but  on 
the  other  hand,  report  for  all  collectively.

Three  hundred  and  forty-nine  members  have  attended  their 
district  meetings,  and  in  addition  to  the  district's  own  members, 
many  visitors  from  other  districts  attended,  making  a  total  at- 
tendance of  the  district  meetings  for  the  year  well  over  five 
hundred. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  district  society  meetings,  many 
Study  Clubs  and  Local  Societies  have  been  organized  and  have 
held  regular  monthly  or  bi-monthly  meetings. 

Think  what  this  means  to  the  dental  profession  in  North 
Carolina.  Our  greatest  ambition  should  be  for  every  member 
t<>  attend  his  society  meetings,  and  some  time  during  the  year, 
contribute   something   toward    our    splendid    progress.
